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The After-Final amendment is denied entry for the following reasons: 



1. Claim 24 (Currently Amended) inserts new claim limitations (e.g., "A two dimensional 
screening array", "wherein said material has a mean pore diameter of at least about 10 microns, 
and a density of at least about six pounds per cubic foot", etc.), which introduces the issue of 
new matter and also new search and consideration. For example, the removal of the word 
"surface" from the phrase "porous material surface" introduces new search and consideration 
because the different molecules are no longer required to bind to the "surface" i.e., the scope has 
been increased. Likewise, the use of "at least about 10 microns" brings up new search and 
consideration and also the issue of new matter. 1 12 2 nd paragraph issues would also be raised by 
the "at least about" phraseology if the specification does not teach any means for determining 
what factors determine the "at least about" terminology with regard to the mean pore diameter 
size.
